She became prudent 
from affection ; and though of the most generous 
nature, she was taught economy and frugality by 
her love for me. During the most critical period 
of my life, she preserved order in my affairs, from 
the care of which she relieved me. She gently re¬ 
claimed me from dissipation ; she propped my 
weak and irresolute nature ; she urged my iudo- 
lence to all the exertions that have been nseful or 
creditable to me, and she was perpetually at hand 
to admonish my heedlessness and improvidence. 
To her I owe whatever I am, to her whatever I shall 
be.” 


It detracts somewhat from the romance of the 
case, perhaps, that Sir James became consoled for 
his loss, in just one year from the time of his great 
bereavement, by a second marriage. And here we 
may venture the somewhat obvious remark that the 
domestic histories of remarkable men are the most 
pleasing records of literature, for the reason that, 
in these matters, every reader, however humble, 
has a sort of personal interest in the narrative, 
readily recalling his own feelings in si mila r circum¬ 
stances, or the history of his own Mends, and so 
having a community of joy or sorrow with distin¬ 
guished personages of other times.

Yet in the passionate love 
she inspired, there was nothing of oblivion of the 
rest of mankind. Her teachings did not make one 
love others less, but differently and more abound- 
inglv. Her sympathy with others’ pain seemed to 
be quicker and stronger than the sensation of her 
own ; and with a sensioility that would sigh at a 
crushed flower, there was a spirit of endurance that 
would uphold a martyr. There was iu her breast 
no scorn of vice, but a wonder and amazement that 
it could exist. To her it -seemed almost a mys¬ 
tery : aud though she comprehended its deformity, 
it was more in pity than in indignation that she 
regarded it; but that hallowed joy with which she 
contemplated whatever tended to ameliorate the 
condition of mankind, to save them from pain or 
rescue them from guilt, was, in its manifestations, 
more like a vision from a brighter world, a divine 
filumination, than like the earthly vmtiment of

three times before the Austrians, 
armed only with muzzle-loading rifles, were able 
to reply.”
